In Short Time. 
Washington, Oct. 2 4 - T h e following 
Statement -.regarding prospective chang­ 
es In 
President 
Roosevelt’s 
cabinet 
have been made public at tim white 
house: On the retirement of Secretary 
Shaw and Attorney General Moody 
from the cabinet the following changes 
will be made: 
Secretary of the Treasury—George 
B. Cortelyou. 
Postmaster General 
George von L. 
Meyer. 
„ 
Attorney General—Charles G. Bona­ 
parte. 
Secretary of the Navy—Victor H. 
Metcalf. 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
Oscar S, Straus. 
The general understanding for some 
time has been that Attorney General 
Moody will retire on the first of the 
coming January, and thnt Secretary 
Shaw will follow him on March 4. 
On 
the first day of the year, therfore, Mr. 
Bonaparte, who 
is secretary 
of the 
navy, will succeed Mr. Moody as at­ 
torney general, and he In turn will he 
succeeded by Mr. Metcalf, secretary 
of commerce and labor, the letter's 
place being filled by Mr. Straus. 
Mr 
Cortelyou, 
now 
postmaster 
general. 
will take Mr. Shaw’s place on March 
4. at which time Mr. Meyer la to be­ 
come postmaster general. 
Mr. Meyer, who will berome post­ 
master general. Is ambassador to Rus­ 
sia, to which place he was appointed 
March 6, 1905, having been promoted 
to that office following his service as 
ambassador to Italy from 1900 to 1905. 
He Is a native of Massachusetts, and 
has been well known as a business 
man. 
• The appointment of Mr. Straus caus­ 
ed considerable surprise, as it Is the 
first case where a citizen of the He­ 
brew faith has been made a member 
of the president's cabinet. 
He was 
born Dec. 3, 1850, and Is well known 
as a merchant, diplomat and author. 
He represented the United States min­ 
ister to Turkey on two different occa­ 
sions, and was appointed by President 
Roosevelt to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of ex-Presldent Harrison 
as a member of the permanent court of 
arbitration at The Hague. 
In the Confederate cabinet Attorney 
General Judah P. Benjamin of Ixniisi- 
ana was a Hebrew. 
After civil war 
he removed to Ixmdon. where, up to 
his death a few years ago, he enjoyed 
a lucrative practice.

o u t i O R S P U Z Z L E D . 


Strange Disease W hich They Are Un 
able to Diagnose. 
New York, Oct. 24.—The World says 
that an epidemic of a disease which 
doctors have confessed themselves un­ 
able to diagnose, and which has as­ 
sumed menacing proportions 
in 
the 
town of Mariner’s Harbor, on Staten 
Island, has thrown residents of that 
place into a panic. 
Hundreds of per­ 
sons have sold or closed their houses 
and moved to other parts of the island. 
The disease already has brought two 
victims to the grave and there are at 
present under treatm ent in the town 
over 300 cases. 
Its victims are first 
attacked by a high fever and soon red 
blotches cover their bodies. 
At its in­ 
ception the malady confined itself to 
the ranks of Austrian laborers, nearly 
3,000 of whom have been brought to 
the town from Buffalo, N. Y., recently 
to construct new factory buildings. 
Within the past week, however, the 
disease has spread to the town people. 


K N I T T I N G M I L L S E C U R E D . 


Demand For All Western Roads For 
an Eight-Hour Day. 
Chicago. Oct. 24.—The western rail­ 
roads are facing a serious labor prob­ 
lem. 
The 
Brotherhood 
of Railroad 
Trainmen, on behalf of its swtlchmen, 
presented demands to all roads center­ 
ing In Chicago for an eight-hour day. 
The brotherhood's action follows that 
of the Switchmen’s union. 
The rail­ 
roads will be obliged now to deal prac­ 
tically 
with 
the 
whole 
organized 
strength of the switchmen instead of 
the fractional part represented by the 
Switchmen's union. 
In this respect 
the move is the most extensive at­ 
tempted by the railroad organizations 
in many years. 
Every railroad west of Pittsburg and 
Buffalo in the United States is involv­ 
ed. 
While the brotherhood’s demands 
were presented to the railroads simul­ 
taneously in a dozen large cities, the 
main movement originated at Chicago. 
The orders to make the demands in 
outside cities have been telegraphed by 
President Morrissey.

Oct. 24.—At the conclu­ 
sion of an investigation by the grand 
jury of charges made by Charles F. 
Murphy that Tammany Hall < andi- 
dates had been “held up for cash con­ 
siderations” by the managers of tho 
Independence league, it was announc­ 
ed that the charges had fallen through 
completely.

ment to this effect declared that the 
charges were “merely campaign gos­ 
sip, and the grand jury would not dig­ 
nify the proceedings by making a pre­ 
sentment as a result of its inquiry. 
The grand jury, in its opinion, says 
there was nothing wrong in an offer 
made by Congressman Gouldin to pay 
the expenses incurred in getting signa­ 
tures to the Independence league peti­ 
tion in his behalf.
